His Great Race at Antwerp. 

Paavo Nurmi is now 22 
ave. At 19 he won 
championships and was second in an- 
other. He will be one of Finland’s 
great point winners at Paris in 1924. 

Like all the Finnish runners he is 
of average height, broad shouldered, 
well muscled and wiry. Fat men are 
unknown in Finland, where they live 
on dried fish and black bread. Even 
the weight throwers are lean and 
hardy. 

The story of the 10,000 meter race 
won by Nurmi in the Antwerp Olym- 
pics shows why he has the speed for 
the shorter distances, like the mile 
race, as well as the endurance for 
long distance racing. 

In that event James Wilson, of 
England, held the lead and set the 
pace until half a mile from the finish, 
Guillemot running at Wilson’s should- 
er and Nurmi a short distance be- 
hind, three .ther finalists’ traifing. 
Half a mile from the finish Nurmi 
up easily into the lead and 
held it for half a lap, when the 
Frenchman sprinted and passed him. 

Running easily, Nurmi waited un- 
til the last turn, when he sprinted 
past Guillemot and continued his 
sprint to the tape, winning by twenty 
yards. 

Although Nurmi'’s time of 31 min- 
nutes, 45 4-5 seconds, was slower than 
Kohlemainen’s at Stockholm, by a few 
he was running at fully as 
fast a clip, for at Antwerp constant 
heavy rains made track and infield 
mushy and slow, and all events were 
contested under a severe handicap for 
this reason.

It is Nurmi’s recent performance 
in the mile run, however, that inter- 
ests Americans.

ship of the Eastern Intercollegiate 
Basketball league last winter, the quin- 
tet of the United States Military 
Academy at West Point, 
since midseason two years ago, 
hailed as the strongest team in 
east if not jn the entire country. 
soldier combi.:ation was coached 
Harry Fisher, former Columbus 
and coach. 

Yale rose from last place to first 
in the intercollegiate league under the 
tutelage of Joe Fogarty, brilliant pro- 
fessional player and ‘advisory 
at the University of Pennsylvania tor 
several years. The rise of the Elis 
under their new coach was the most 
sensational occurrence in the history 
of the league. During the entire sea- 
son the Blue five lost three games, 
all of them to league members, but 
nevertheJess its seven victories gave 
it the highest average.

France and Britain in Europe and specifically in the restoration of peace. 
It supplied decisive proof of the fact, long before becoming apparent, 
that British and French fundamental interests had become absolutely op- 
posed, at least in the minds of the statesmen of the respective countries 
and of the majorities of the inhabitants. 


Chance of Compromise 
Vanished With Ruhr. 


When France, with lBelgian 
operation and Italian assent, moved 
into the Ruhr, the real chance of a 
peaceful adjustment of the Franco- 
German phase of after-war problems 
was practically shattered. When 
Germany, mistakenly courting upon 
British disapprobation of French pol- 
icy to rescue her, resorted to passive 
resistance, she actually uncertook an- 
other war, the consequences of which 
were to be for her more costly than 
the great conflict of 1914-18, and for 
Europe hardly less serious. 

By this occupation of the Ruhr, 
however, France at once established 
her position as the supreme power on 
the continent. In alliance with Bel- 


gium, Poland, the Little Entente, com- 
prising Rumaria, Czecno-siovakia and 
Jugo-Slavia, she was, so far as Ger- 
man questions were concerned, the 
jeader in a group of nations whieh 
counted their standing armies at 4!]- 
most 2,000,000, and their population 
it more than more than 115,000,000. 
All these states were, moreover, 
united by a common interest and a 
common danger to defend the territori- 
al decision of the peace treaties of 
Paris. : 

Between January and December, 
two struggles were carried on in Eu- 
rope. The first between France and 
Belgium, on the one hand, and Ger- 
many on the other—turned about the 
question of German resistunce to al- 
lied oecupation of the Ruhr. The 
second, between France and Belgium, 
again united, and Great Britain was 
waged over the legality of the occupa- 
tion and its permanence. In a word, 
the Germans resisted the Ruhr occu- 
pation in the hope of compelling the 
occupying powers to retire. the Brit- 
ish strove, by every possible means, 
both friendly and otherwise, to per- 
suade the French to abandon the or- 
mupation and the purpose which it rep 
resented. 

Both struggles were won by the 
French. The Germans, having resisted 
until they had entirely wrecked their 
monetary system and wrought the 
whole nation to the edge of ruin—it 
is still impossible to say ruination can 
he prevented—were compelled to 
surrender unconditionally. ‘The Brit- 
despite all their efforts, were 
eonfronted by the unequivocal declara- 
tion of Poincare at the elose of the 
Ruhr war that French occupation 
would continue until German pay- 
ment Was complete. In‘leed, there 
was the double declaration, namely, 
that France would stay in the Ruhr 
until Germany paid, and on the left 
hank of the Rhine until Germany gave 
elear proof of her having Iaid aside 
all intention to menace French and 
Belgian security. 

We have seen, in all this, then, the 
logical and the inevitable result of the 
renudiation by the United States 
and Great Britain of the bargain 
made in their names by Mr. Wilson 
and Mr. Lloyd George.

Los Angeles, December 29.—The 
loss in property to bootleggers and 
illegal distillers in Los Angeles 
county is over $1,825,000 a year, ac- 
cording to figures given out by Prohi- 
bition Agent Gailiny. 

It costs the average  bootlegger 
about $2,750 to get clear of the law, 
onee he is caught.

Changes Coincident. 

The change in ambassadors here co- 
incides for the first time in many 
vears with a change of American am- 
bassadors at the Court of St. James, 
through the recent resignation of Am- 
bussador Harvey and the appoint- 
ment of former Senator Kellogg, of 
Minnesota. The situation thus creat- 
ed, however, is regarded as of minor 
significance. Notwithstanding some 
difficulties over shipping questions, in- 
volving the prohibition question, both 
countries are regarded as one on vir- 
tually all questions of world import- 
ance, 

The selection of an ambassador to 
Washington, however. is regarded as 
of great moment in England, the post 
heing looked upon in British cabinet 
circles as the most important in the 
diplomatie service, if for no other rea- 
son than the representative of the 
empire here is not in such immediate 
touch with the foreign office as are 
ambassadors and ministers at Euro- 
pean capitals. 

Was Youngest Ambassador. 

Sir Auckland was appointed to 
Washington in March, 1920, coming 
here after being head of the medical 
department of McGill university at 
Montreal. For that reason, although 
born and educated in Seotland, he has 
been regarded here as somewhat ot a 
Canadian, a character to which he was 
not averse because of the increasing 
importance of Canadian questions 1n 
ithe United States. At the time it was 
not forgotten that he was married to 
New York woman, Miss Isabella 
Ross, in 1006. 

Vicorous and reflecting in outward 
physical appearance his military ex- 
periences in two wars, Sir Auckland 
was the youngest ambass&dor In 
Washington, being still in his forties. 
Krom the first he took an active part 
in official life, both in the field oi 
diplomatic negotiation and conference 
and on the public platform. Although 
he came here after having been prest- 
dent of the board of trade in the Brit 
ish cabinet and with a reputation for 
4 considerable knowledge ot trade af- 
fairs. he perhaps performed his mas 
notable service during the prelimina- 
ries of the Washington conferer e on 
limitation of armament and Pacific 
evestions and as a member of the Brit- 
ich delegation to the conterence itself, 

Ile was deeply interested nN trade 
questions, believing that if any serious 
friction should arise between the two 
countries it would he over such mat- 
ters, and no phase of such subjects bo: 
the tariff, immigration and the mer- 
chant maripe escaped his attention. 
He aiso was active in the negotiations 
for the funding of Britains war-time 
debt to the United States.

SECRET CONFERENCES

New York, December 29.—Modern- 
ist champions of the Protestant Epis- 
conal clergy announced today that 
peace could come in the existing 
church schism only if the fundamental- 
ists were prepared to grant them lib- 
erty of thought and “their own place 
in the church as loyal sons.” 

The manifesto, contained in a state- 
ment issued by Dr. Stuart L. Tyson, 
vice president of the Modern Church. 
men’s Union, was in answer to yester- 
day's announcement that a half dozen 
bishops, including Bishops Manninyz 
and Lawrence, had met with prom 
inent laymen of the church in the 
first of a series of conferences de- 
signed to end the existing controversy.
